receive their Enemies, fo the Gentiles intended in 
the paflage, by the Orderly Difpofitions of their 
Minds were Ready and Prepar'd to receive that Gof- 
pel,which made themthe Overtures of Eternal Life. 


That Gofpel,. we fay, under which they were to 


Fight the Lord's Battels, to engage with Principalities 


and Powers, to Lift themfelves under Chrift’s Bari- - 


ners, to fight the good fight of faith, and as faithful 
Soldiers to follow their great Leader, the better 
Foflhua, the Captain cf their Salvation. | 

There is another Conftruction pur upon the 
words, which is this; as many believ'd to Eternal 
Life, as were Difpos'd in their Minds to do fo. But 
this is of the fame import with the other. For

Why tell them, 
that they had excluded themfelves from the King- 
dom of God ? why {peak of provoking them to 
Jealonfy by the calling of the Gentiles. Why does 
he in {ome places fo heinoufly refent their Obftina- 
cy and Unbelief ? why in others Exhort them to 
the faith by fuch Moving Eloquence, fuch Paffio- 
nate Entreaties, fuch Periuafive Arguments ? Thus 
ro behave himfelf to thofe, who therefore did Not 
believe, becaufe debar’d the very capacity of be- 
lieving, what is this bur to Mock at their Calami- 
ty, to Infult their Mifery, to Sport with their De- 
ftruction ? What is this butto Play a Treacherous,a 
Diffembling part, and that too in the very name of 
Him, in whofe Mouth there was no Guile. Shou'd any 
of our Fellow-creatures entreat his Neighbour to 
Accept his Kindnefs, when the reafon of his Non. 
acceptance was, that he himfelf woud not Sutter 
him to Accept it, fhou’d not we look upon the 
Man as a barbarous, an inhuman wretch, as a 
very Monfter of cruelty > And fhall we charge 
That upon God,which wouwd be fo indelible a Dite 
grace to Man? Charge That upon an Infinitely 
Perfect God, which woud be fo indelible a Dif- 
grace to Weak, Frail, Sinful Mane Far be it from 
a Chriftian to entertain fuch a thought of God, 
{uch a thought of that God, which made him, | 
Q. Wiy is the Thurfday before Good-friday call’d 
Maunday-Thurlday ? | 
A, Maunday is a Corruption of the Latin word 
Mandatum, a Command. The day is therefore fo 
call’d, becaufe as on that day our Saviour wath'd 
his Difciples feet, to teach them the great duty of 
being Humble.

on as fometimes the Caufe of Cold, and confequently 


the Definition won't bold, 


A. The Experiment does not at all impair the 
Definition, unlefs you coud prove, that one Moti- 


on may not be causd to Ceafe by the mediation - 


of another. But this is what common Experience 
forbids you to attempt. For when two Bowls meet 


one another in a full Career, they make each other | 


to ftop fooner than otherwife they wou'd have done. 
Whence it follows, that their re{pective motions 
are Caus’d to Ceafe by Motion. And therefore 
the Motion in your Experiment may fo Difpofe the

A. Ina former Paper we have given Immediate 
Creation the Preference Preexiftence and 


duioa. But as for the Maxim, you {peak of, it 
takes place ta nothing but the forms of Material Sub. 
ftances. And even Their neceffary Diffolucion pro- 
cedes from hence, namely, in that they are Acted 
upon either by Extrinfick or Penetrating Bodies, 
Whereas, if they were not fo Acted upon, they 
woud conlequently remain in (latu quo, fince the 
Change of fuch forms is produc’d by a Motion in 
their Subftrata, andthere can be no Motion without 
a Mover. 

Tobe Mortalisto be fubject to Diffolution ; and 
Diffolution is a Separation of Parts. But fince it is 
the Property of an Immaterial Subftance (and fuch 
is the Subftance of the Soul ) to be Void of Parts, 
it follows, that the Soul is therefore Incapable of 
Diffolution, and of Confequence naturally Immor- 


tal, Nay, Matrerit felf, as Matter, and not as{pe- 


cifically Diftinguifh'd, is Immortal in ic’s narare,For 
when any thing is confuin’d, as we fay, by fire, it 
{till continues matter,however the Form be Chang’d 
in thofe Minute Particles, into which it is Diffolv'd. 
And therefore, neither the Sou!, which is Jinmateri- 
al, nor Matter as Matter, tho’ they be confefs’d to 
have had a Beginning, can any otherwife have an 
End, than by Divine Annihilation. Tho’ to Annihi- 
late does not fuppofe any pofitive action, but includes 
no more than a bare aét of Volitionin God not to © 
continue a thing in Being any longer. For fhou’d 
God ceafe to {uftain us by his Almighty Power, we 
fhou'd immediately by that mere Ceffation Relapfe 
into our Primitive nothing. _ 
~ We acknowledg with You, that the Soul is Fi- 
nite, fince no one ever thought it otherwife. But 
irs Finitene{s is not the Confequence of it’s being 
Contemporary with the Fetus, but of it’s having 
beenatall Created. For Infinity is the Incommunis 
cable Attribute of an Uncreated Being.
